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Claims 28 and 39 were rewritten in independent form. Claims 23 and 30 were amended 
to depend from claim 28. Claims 33, 35, 36, 38, 40, and 41 were amended to depend from claim 
39. The invention, as set forth in claims 28, 39, and 43 includes the general feature of installing 
a local filtering device based on the monitored response. The Office Action merely discusses a 
splrocr being present in Mannertng and In Bingel. This does not equate to determining a need 
for a filtering device based on the monitored response. Neither Bingd nor Manncring teach or 
sugsest this feature. Accordingly, Claim 28. 39. and all claims dependine thcrefrnm, «r* 
patentable. Applicants respectfully requests the rejection of these claims be withdrawn.
